FAILURES. 
Illinois Farmers Bring Keener & Pike 
to Terms. 

JACKSONVILLE, In., Feb. 2.—An exciting 
law syit between the creditors of Keener & 
Pike and over one-hundred farmers in Mor- 
gan, Scott, Pike and Brown Counties, was do- 
cided yesterday in favor of the farmers. The 
collapsed firm had 60,000 bushels of wheat 
stored in their warehouses by the farmers. 


The company shipped some of this grain and 
replaced it by other wheat. The creditors 
expected to get possession of the grain, but 
the farmers protested vigoronsly. Tue en- 
gaged the most able counsel in the district 
and won the suit.

A FREE WOOL BILL. 


Democrats Working Harmoniously on 
the Measure. 


DISCUSSION IN THE WAYS AND MEANS 
COMMITTEE TO-DAY. 


The Claggett-Dubois Contest—Report in 
the Latter’s Favor—Gen, Palmer’s Bill 
to Elect Senators by Popular Vote— 
Riggin’s Oldim Against the Chilian 
G vernment—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 2.—The Springer 
free wool bill was under consideration to-day 
by the Democratic majority ofthe Ways and 
Means Committee. No conclusion was 
reached. The discussion was entirely har- 
monious and conducted in good spirit, There 
was some difference of opinion as to features 
ot the measure, and the argu. 
ments in support of these differences 
took up most ot the time. Thére isa good 
deal ot sentiment among members on the 
Democratic side of the committee in favor of 
larger reductions in the duties on woolen 
manufactures proposed in Mr. Springer’s 
bill. That bill made wool free and the man- 
ufactures of wool and took off what is known 
as the compensatory or per pound duties 
(that is the duties given the manufacturers 
in consideration of the fact that they had to 
pay a duty on imported wool). 

The ad valorem duties on wool from manu- 
facturers now imposed under the Mc- 
Kinley law Mr. Springer left unchanged, 
so that the protective duties, as distinguished 
from the compensatory duties would re- 
main ‘the same as under the present 
law. Anumder of the Democratic members 
of the committee think that the tariff 
on wool from manufactures should be 
reduced to at least the rate proposed in the 
Mills bill, viz, per cent. The 
rates under the McKinley law range from 
85 to @ per cent, averaging somewhat more 
than the uniform rate on all woolen manu- 
factures proposed by Mr. Mills. 

The consideration of this question invol ves 
a consideration ofthe whole subject of the 
tariff and the cost of labor. 

There has been some discussion of a propost- 
tion to fix the rate on woolen manufactures 
on a sliding scale, like ‘that proposed in tho 
McKinley bill, rather than ata uniform rate.

All Efforts to Save the Stranded 
Steamer Abandoned, 


THE CREW HASTILY PREPARING TO 
LEAVE THE VESSEL, 


Passengers Safely Landed—The Big Ship 
Pounding on the Rocks and Going to 
Pieces—The Company Gives Informa- 
tion Reluctantly—Causes of the Calam- 
ity—Value of the Cargo. 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—A dispatch from Ather- 
field, timed 11 a. m., states that the position 
of the Eider which went ashore there yester- 
day, has become most critical. The tide was 
rising and as it approached the flood the 
water poured into the steamer. Her after - 
hold was full and this naturally pulled her 
stern down. She lies at such an acute angle 
that her forehold is perfectly dry. Tue sea 
is washing overher quarter deck, and, to 
judge from appearances, she will never 
float again. It looks as though she would 
slide off her resting place at any moment 
and plunge to the bottom, Her officers have 
decided that the steamer is in too dangerous 
a position now for anyone to remain aboard 
of her, and all hands are hastily leaving her. 

A heavy gale from the southwest set in last 
night, causing a heavy sea torun in the chan- 
nel, which added very materially to the 
dangerous position of the vessel. The place 
where the steamer Hes is exposed to the full 
force of the wind and sea, aud is one of the 
most perilous points for navigators in the 
channel, Owing to the treacherous current, 
which sets in toward the ledge and which 
varies in velocity according to weather con- 
ditions, thus making it impossible for navl- 
gators to take it into their calculations, even 
the captains of coasting vessels give the 
place a wide berth and stand well off shore 
until the ledge is far astern. 

GOING TO PIECES. 

The wind continued to freshen throughout 
the night and as it grew in force, the posi- 
tion of the Eider grew worse and worse. She 
pounded quite hard as the seas would lift her 
and, as they rolled shoreward, dropped her 
upon the rocks. All the attempts to float her 
on the high water last night were without 
avail, 

When it became sufficiently light this 
morning to allow of the steamer being seen 
clearly it was found that her stern had sunk 
further in the deep water off the ledge, thus 
lifting her bows higher up. Thisis an ex- 
tremely dangerous position, for should the 
steamer slide off the ledge she would 
surely goto the bottom. The force of the 
seas striking the vessel during the night may 
be judged from the fact that her propeller 
has been washed away. This will render it 
impossible tor the steamer to use her own 
steam in the efforts made to float her, and 
She will bave to depend entirely 
upon the tugs. she... | 4 
get or. It Is now bellered that unless 
& great part of the Eider’s cargo is 
taken out and transferred to lighters it will 
not be possible to float her at all. The wind 
moderated after sunrise, but it is still strong. 
It is expected that another attempt to 
haul the Eider off will be made at noon to 
day. At9:3800’clock this morning two of the 
officers and eight firemen, having with them 
acase of gold, were landed from the Elder 
by a Hfe-boat. At noon a report was re- 
ceived at Lloyds stating that the Eider 
was settling and that there was little hope of 
floating her. This dispatch added that the 
sea was rough and that the wind was fro 
the westward. With the exception of the 
gold above mentioned, none of the bullion 
or specie aboard the steamer has been 
landed. 

Captains of coasting vessels who have ar- 
rived at Portsmouth, and who are thorough- 
ly well acquainted with the Atherfield Ledge 
state, after having seen the stranded steam- 
er, that, Owing to her exposed position, there 
is little hope that she will ever be saved. 

HOPE ABANDONED. 

Capt. Heineike has signaled tothe shore 
that the leaks in the Elder is gaining rapid- 
ly onthe pumps andthe Atherfield life-boat 
crew are making preparations in response to 
the signals to launcli their boat and go to the 
assistance of the crewandtake them off the 
endangered steamer. 

As this dispatch is cabled nearly all hope of 
saving the Eider may said to have been aban- 
doned. Seventy-six bags of mall have now 
been landed anda number of the crew have 
also been sent ashore in the life-boats. The 
Kider’s life- boats have been launched and are 
alongside of her, ready to take off the remain- 
der of the crew. The sea is breaking furi- 
ously over the unfortunate steamer and more 
wreckage from her is being washed ashore.

POSTAL REFORM. 


An Endeavor Will Be Made to Correct 
Existing Abuses. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Congressman Owen 
Scott of Iilinols has had a serjes of confer- 
ences with the Post-office department and 
with officials of the National Editorial Asso- 
ciation within the past few weeks And, as a 
result of these conferences has framed a 
number of bills designed to correct certain 
discriminations complained of by newspaper 


publishers and acknowledged by Post-office 
ofmicials to exist in the present law. 

In urging these laws upon Co ss during 
the coming session, Mr. scott will have the. 
co-operation of a committee specially p- 
pointed for this purpose by the newspaper 
publishers of the United States. 

The most important of these measures 
seeks to prohibit advertising sheets from 
being transmitted at the rates for legitimate 
newspapers. Great abusesare said to have 
grown upunder thislaw as it now stands 
and the Post- omce Department seems pow- 
erless to preventthem. Persons desiring to 
advertise some nostrum or some speciality 
start a so-called newspaper, put in a few 
columns ot ready print patent plate matter, 
make the requisite affidavits and get the 
papers admitted at secona-class rates of 

stage. They publish a nominal subscrip- 
ion price and have but a small list of nom- 
mal paid subscribérs.’’ Then the abuse 
goes a step further. With a Ust of. 100 
ssibly 500, subscribers, claimed to be paid 
or, sample coples of ten times as gon 
thousands are dumped tn the matis with eac 
issue. This, Mr. Scott insists, is a fraudon 
the postal service. Lis bill seeks to prevent 
this by limiting the number of sample copies 
to one-halfthe number of actual paid sub- 
scribers and more fully describing and classi- 
fying newspapers soas to exclude mere ad- 
vertising sheets, 

Another reform sought to be effected ig to 

revent mere books and reprints of books be- 

ng circulated as second-class or newspaper 

matter. There are, Mr. Scott says, a great 
many firms engaged in printing serial matter 
which circulates through the malis atl cent 
per pound as newspapers. They are in no 
sense newspapers and are no more admiss- 
ible at second-class postage rates than bound 
books containing a much higher grade of fic- 
tion. If this class of publications were re- 
quired to pay postage at third-class rates the 
mails would be greatly relieved of an unjust 
burden. 

There is also said to be great confusion in 
adjusting the postage on publications en- 
titled to circulate free in the districts where 
they are published. As the law now stands 
the residence of the subscriber determines 
whether the paper goes free or not. Where 
post-offices are located near county lines 
many <ificulties are encountered. Post- 
masters at county seats and other points re- 
mote from the county line post-offlices have 
no means of knowing whether subscribers 
live in the county of publication or over the 
line in the other county. A bill offered by 
Mr. Scott proposes to change the law so that 

apers shall circulate free to all post-offices 
ocated in the county vahere the publication 
is made, regardless of the residence of the 
subscriber. This chunge would ee mat- 
ters for both puDlishers and authort- 
ties and make no material erence to any- 
ROD on te ee ne ne ae Real 

Another @tscrimination bears very heavily 
on certain classes of publishers of newspa 
pers, At letter-carrier offices any paper 
other than a weekly is required to bear a l- 
cent stamp on each copy delivered at the 
office of publication. A dally, semi-w 17. 
weekly or monthly can be mailedto any ce 
in the United States, carrier or otherwise, at 

und rates, but at the office where it is pub- 
ished it costs lcent on each copy to have it 
delivered to its subscribers. A semi-monthly 
or monthly paper published in Bloomington, 
III., under the present law can be sent to 
San Francisco or New York at 1 cent per 
pound, but to mail to subscribers in the. city 
where published costs the exorbitant rate of 
lcent per copy. A weekly paper becomes 
prosperous and wishes to become semi- 
weekly. Tho postal laws lay an embargo on 
this enterprise and spread of intelligence d 
requiring prohibitive postage. It would cos 
$1.04 per copy per year postage to have a 
paper published twice a week delivered in 
the town orcity where it is printed. This, 
Mr. Scott maintains, is unjust and discrim- 
inative and should be changed. Mr. Scott's 
bill puts papers published datly, semi- 
weekly, tri-monthly and monthly on the 
same basis as weeklies and makes the rate 
of postage untform at all carrier offices at 1 
cent per pound.

Court of Appeals Opinions. 

Judge Dillon gave his decision to-day in the 
case of the employes of Tower Grove Park, 
who claimed $75 each under the clause of the 
late Henry Shaw’s will, which bequeathed 
that amount to all of his employes who had 
been in his service for five years prior to Mr. 
Shaw’s death. The men employed in Tower 
Grove Park, which had been donated to the 
city prior to Mr, sShaw’s death, to 
the number of twenty-five made 
application for the legacies, together with 
those employed in the Botanical Gardens, 
which were Mr. Shaw’s private property and 
under his immediate charge. Public Ad- 
ministrator Scudder, who is in charge of Mr. 
Shaw’s estate, refused to pay the bequests to 
the men em ployed tn Tower Grove Park on 
the ground that they were not em- 
ployes of Mr. Shaw, but of the 
city. Application wasthen madeto the Pro- 
bate Court where the claims were allowed 


and ordered paid, on the groundthat Mr. 
Shaw had taken an active interest in the 
management of Tower Grove Park and 
evidently intended to include the men em- 
ployed inthe park amongthe beneficiaries. 
An appeal was taken to the Circuit Court and 
the case was heard before Judge Dillon, who 
to-day rendered his decision reversing the 
Probate Court ruling and disallowing the 


claims. 

Judge Dillon in his opinion first sets forth 
the clause of the will under which the lega- 
cies are claimed. He then recites the man- 
ner in which the park was conducted, tothe 
effect that the men were paid by the city ana 
were under the direction ofa foreman, Mr. 
Shaw took an active interest in the park and 
the men were frequently employed 
by Mr. Shaw giving them a 
letter to the foreman, who put them to work. 
The management of the park was vested in 
a board of directors, who left the manage- 
ment of the park toa large extent, it may be 
assumed, the Court states, to r. Shaw. 
There was also evidence to the effect that Mr. 
Shaw referred to the men in the park as ‘‘his 
men. 

Without showing the facts further the 
courts state it is evident that the men work- 
inginthe park were not employes of Mr. 
Shaw and were not in his service, but were 
employes of the city and inits service. The 
rule of construing wills, the 
states, is to give effect to 
tent of the testator, but this 
intent must be gathered from the will itself. 
Mr. Sbhaw,’’ says Judge Dilion, ‘‘was an 
intelligent man, and no one knew dezter 
than he that the men working in the park 
were not his employes orin his service. He 
understood perfectly well that they were em- 
pore of and in the service of the. city.

THE INSANE ASYLUM

The Investigating Committee Begins 
Its Work To-Day. 


RUMORS THAT SUPT. CARRIEL WILL 
RESIGN HIS POSITION. 


He Declares That His Management Will 
Be Approved—What Those Opposed to 
the Euperintendent Expect to Prove— 
Some Interesting Figures in Regard 
to the Cost of Feeding Patients. 


JACKSONVILLE, III., Feb. 2.—The Investgat- 
ing Committee to examine into the manage- 
ment of the Insane Asylum met this morning. 
There is a rumor to the effect that Dr. Carriel 
has promised to resign soon after the coming 
investigation is over providing the com- 
mittee clears the record of the insane 
asylum. For several days Dr. Carriel has 
been in close communication with Senator E. 
L. McDonald ofthis place and it is expected 
that the Senator will appear as counsel for 
Dr. Carriel. Last May when the Legislative 
Committee visited the asylum an investiga- 
tion would have followed had not Senator 
McDonald interfered. The principal charge 
atthat time wasinregard tothe food that 
was furnished. , 

During the investigation the fact may be 
brought out that there is in existence a mem- 
orandum made bya prominent attache of 
the asylum for twenty-one consecutive days 
during 1891, in which careful estimates were 
made of the expense of feeding the 149 people 
in one division of the asylum. The amount 
of food provided for each day was noted and 
its cost obtained from the store-house of the 
asylum. By this means of finding out the 
facts it was learned that the daily expense 
ofieeding each patient during these three 
weeks ranged from 5% cents to ſ cents per 
day. It was generally understood at the 
time that appropriations were being asked 
for in Springfleld that the cost of maintain- 
ing a patient was several times this amount 
per day. 

The men who are to hold the investigation 
are the members of the State Board of Char- 
itiesand the trustees of the asylum. The 
former board is composed of Dr. J. L. R.

THE NULLIFIER’S DANGER. 


The licensing of saloons on the install- 
ment plan is a good thing for the big brew- 
eries, but a bad thing for State and city 
revenue, a bad thing for tax-payers, a bad 
thing for honest saloon-keepers who do a 
legitimate business; and especiallya bad 
thing for property owners who dis- 
like to have their property depreciated by 
the illegal intrusion of experimental and 
irresponsible saloons foisted upon their 
blocks by illicit connivance between the 
brewery syndicate and its official slave, 
the City Collector. 

Having been provided by the syndicate’s 
attorney with a crooked device for evading 
the law and issuing a license for a saloon 
wherever it is wanted by a man backed by 
a brewery, the City Collector seems to be 
satisfied that he can safely nullify any 
provision of the law under the advice of 
the same eminent attorney and under the 
powerful protection of the breweries. It 
costs something to establish an experi- 
mental dumping-place for unmarket- 
able beer and corrosive 
whisky upon a residence block against 
strong local opposition, if the 
brewery has to pay in advance for the 
license and rent, besides indorsing the notes 
for the fixtures. Then if the experiment 
does not pay, the brewery is out so largea 
sum as to discourage the extension of the 
experimental saloon business. So, to en- 
courage that business at the expense of 
legitimate saloon-keepers and allother tax- 
payers,Collector ZIEGENHEIN nullifies some 
more of the provisions of the law by per- 
mitting saloons to be opened and run with- 
out license or upon licenses granted to be 
paid for when the saloon proves a money- 
making success. 

The saloon-keeper in such cases is not 
even required to give his note for the li- 
cense tax indorsed by a responsible brew- 
ery. He is told to ‘‘go ahead, assured 
of protection on his promise to deposit 
with the brewer in paying for each barrel 
of beerasmall sum toward paying ulti- 
mately for the license. But, in fact, so 
long as success is doubtful and the brew- 
ery wants to continue the experiment, 
nota cent ie paid for license. If some 
outsider makes a fuss and the unlicensed 
saloon-keeper is fined, the fines are re- 
mitted until the brewery finally con- 
cludes the saloon will pay and puts up the 
money for the license, If the brewery 
concludes to abandon the experiment, 
alter a long and conclusive trial, neither 
license-tax nor fine is ever collected. 

If the next Grand-jury should happen to 
include a few men who have suffered from 
this illegal method of foisting saloons 
upon residence blocks, the pull of the 
brewery syndicate upon the pardoning 
power will have to be exerted very power-

The Necessity for a License Petition 
Done Away With, 


STORY “OF THE “CALUMET OLUB” UP 
TO DATE. ' 


It Blossomed Out Into a Road-House in 
a Residence. Quarter Despite the 
Protests of Taxpayers on the Block 
A Change for the Worse Now Ex- 
pected —Property-Owners Indignant, 
but Helpless—Ziegenhein’s Enforced 
Politeness. 


The evil working of the club charter 
system of avoiding the payment of dramshop 
licenses, as practiced under Czar Ziegen- 
hein’s adwin istration of the City Collector's 
office, is just now being illustrated in a strik- 
ing manner. The case in pommt is that of the 
suburban resort, until recently kept by 
Cool“ Herbert, and known under his regime 
as the “Calumet Olub and Restaurant, 
located at No. 4522 Duncan avenue. Situated 
inthe midst of a neighborhood especially 
suitable for residences, and already 
rather thickly dotted with pleasant 
homes, the Calumet Club and Restaurant, 
as a place of nightly resort for men and 
women, was anything but a desirable addi- 
tion to the neighborhood where it stands. 
Tae helplessness of property-owners and tax- 
payers to prevent its establishment, how- 
ever, and the unpleasant predicament in 
which residents in its vicinity are placed just 
at present is a startling example of the 
power of the illegal club-charter system, a 
system could, according to City Coun- 
selor Marshall’s opinion, be suppressed and 
wiped out by vigorous prosecution on the 
part of City Collector Ziegenhein. 

UNDER ACLUB CHARTER. 

The establishment of Cool“ Herbert’s 
road- house under the name ofthe ‘*Calumet 
Club and Kestaurant’’ showed 1 the 
strange ability for undisputed ange of lo- 
cation possessed by the ‘‘clubcharter.’’ The 
charter of the Calumet Club, originally a 
sortof politicalorganization started during the 
last Noonan campaign, was obtained to cover 
the saloon busin of the club house, 
located on the southwest corner of Tenth and 
Locust streets. That place flourished as the 
Calumet Olub’’ throughout the Noonan 
Campaign, -But afterwards its occupa- 
tion as a down town politi- 
Cal drinking place was gone, and a 
change of location was necessa if its 
charter“ was to beutilized. The change 
was made by using that charter to establish 
a road-house, which paid no annual license 
into the city treasury. 

While the change was under way, the 
citizens in the vicinity of 4522 Duncan avenue, 
to which point the Calumet Club’’ was to 
be transferred, attempted, by proper and 
legal methods, to prevent the establishment 
of the road saloon in their midst. Among 
the leaders in this movement was Mr. Julius 
H. Gerhard, the weil- known barber on Sixth 
Street, near Olive, who ownsa pretty home 
at No, 4521 Duncan avenue, and it is from Mr. 
Gerhard that the story of that fruitless 
movement was obtained. On the city block 
in which the Calumet Club’’ is located there 
isonly one other residence, but there are 
twelve property-owners and tax-payers, and 
of that number Mr. Gerhard states that elght 
signed the protest against the club’s estab- 
lishment. Itissaid that when the protest 
was filed with Collector Ziegenhein that om. 
clal replied to it as follows: 

It's too near election time now. I will see 
you later. 

The establishment of the Calumet Club and 
Restaurant at 4522 Duncan avenue foliowea, 
and since then the citizens of that neighbor- 
hood have been powerless to remove it. Mr. 
Gerhard states that when a committee of the 
protesting citizens called on Collector 
Ziegenhein in regard to the matter 
they were treated with lofty contempt 
by that oMcial and were shown that it was 
useless to protest. The principal argument 
seemed to be that the Calumet Cub and Res- 
tauraunt was above the usual necessity of 
potas fora dramshop license. It had 
ts charter as a club, and, under that 
charter, it was superior to all protests of 
citizens jn any neighborhood where it might 
choose toexercise the privileges of its club 
charter. Soit calmly established itself as a 
road-house at No, 4522 Duncan avenue. 

A CONTEMPLATED CHANGE. 

But, under ‘*Cool’’ Herbert’s management, 
it did not prosper in that locality, and only 
recently it Was sold out, ‘‘Cool’’ Herbert re- 
tiring from the business. Then begana new 
series of trouble for the residents of that 
neighborhood, : 

We had come to the conclusion, said 
Mr. Gerhard in telling the story toa Posrt- 
DISPATCH reporter, that, if there was to bea 
road-house and saloon kept there against 
our protest, ‘Oool’ Herbert was the 
best man to keep it, because he did not seem 
inclined to make the improvements and addi- 
tions to render the place popular, and so we 
hoped it would fall to become one of the 
favorite nightly resorts formenand women 
out driving and having a high old time. But 
when Cool Herbert abandoned the place this 
danger arose. Wehearnow of two parties 
who are trying to get the piace. One is 
Harry Falk, formerly of Delmonico’s, 
and the Other, 1 am told, is 
a saloon-Keeper from Third and spruce 
streets. I understand that the place is to be 
refitted, the road rebuilt and a grand open- 
ing celebrated, after which the house will 
blossom out as a pular road-house filled 
with every attraction for the class of people 
to whom such houses cater. 

Lou can understand that thig will not be 
a pleasant or desirable thing for the citizens 
whose families lve in that neighborhood, 
as it means All night jJoiiifications, 
drunken ea parties and everything in 
that line which Is especially objectionabie in 
a residence quarter. But what can we do to 
prevent it? 

THE CZAR’S ENFORCED POLITENESS. 

Last week I went to see Collector Ziegen- 
hein about the matter. Our original peti- 
tion is still in force, and it seemed to me that 
the citizens and tax-payers of the block 
where the Calumet Club’’ is located, should 
surely have some Voice in the matter 
of its re-establishment. I do not 
believe they will have much voice, but there 
was one marked chatige in the City Col- 
lector’s office which I attribute tothe good 
work of the Post-Dispatcn.

AT THE LOCAL THEATERS. 


An Evening With Nye—Opening of the 
Morris Engagement—Other Attractions. 
When Bill Nye wrote The Cadi’’ he doubt- 

less had in mind the fact that the plot and 

action of a play often bring upon it a flood of 
criticism, so he took the most effective means 
of avoiding any unpleasantness of this kind 
between his production and the critics, © He 
left both plot and action out. 

The Cadi’’ may be most accurately de- 
scribed asan evening with Bill Nye in the 


capacity of the Pooh-Bah of a Western vil- 
lage. It is a monologue. The Cadi furnishes 
most ofthe dialogue. He talks in the Nye 
language until he is interrupted by the en- 
trance of a resident of Owl ek. and then 
he talks on until some one else drops in. He 
is interrupted a number of times, but each 
interruption only affords him food for more 
talk. The climax of the first act is a 
toast to woman in which the Cadi remarks 


gress, but she makes a few desultory re- 
marks at home. 

A quaint character is outlined in the Cadi, 
It partakes, to be sure, of the exaggeration, 
which is an essential element of the Nye 
numor, but it has touches of human nature 
and the ‘humorous aspects of the ile and 
character of the general utility man of 
a border town are presented ina 3 
pelling manner. The im ssion of the play 
Is that of having spent an evening with one 
of those strange characters, undergoing the 
queer experiences which the American hu- 
morist, witha grotesque biending of reality 
and fanciful exaggeration has depicted. The 
impression has its novel and pleasing 
features, 

As has been intimated the play is nota 
play, but asort of intermittent menalogue be- 
yond the reach of ordinary criticism, yet the 
pecullar humor of Nye relleves it with fre- 
quent flashes of tun. Despite the slowness 
and talkiness of the piece one finds enter- 
tdinment and it leaves a pleasant flavor ot 
kindly humor. 

The entertaining effect is imnereased by 
pleasing diversions. ‘‘The Cadi’’ quartetts 
of darkeys give some genuine 
negro melodies in a taking way. The Cadi 
makes a hit with ‘*The Prodigal Son. 
Wm. F. Mack shows that a cowboy can sing 
the Lost Chorda’’ with some degree of ex- 
celience and Jennie Goidthwaite, although 
her voice is somewhat mixed, makes a pleas. 
ing impression with Mary and John. The 
performance pleasantly avoids roughness 
and the cast contains clever people. R. J, 
Dunstan handles the Cadi with quiet effect- 
tiveness and humor. Lizzie Hudson Collier 
combines personal attractiveness and clever- 
ness as the assistant tmistress, and 
makes as much as sible out of slender 
material. Jennie Goldthwaite presents the 
far Western schoolmistress asa gorgeously 
attired butte of fashion and if that is part 
of the fun, she is a success, roupy 
brightly taken by Maggie Deane and Wm, F.
